You ask whether certain information is subject to required public disclosure under
chapter 552 of the Government Code. Your request was assigned ID# 154234.

The City of Odessa (the “city”) received a request for all complaints made by the Mexican
American Network of Odessa against a certain individual. You state that you have released
some of the responsive information. You claim, however, that portions of the submitted
documents are excepted from disclosure under section 552.101 of the Government Code in
conjunction with the doctrine of common law privacy. We have considered the exception
you claim and reviewed the submitted responsive documents.'

Section 552.101 excepts from disclosure “information considered to be confidential by law,
either constitutional, statutory, or by judicial decision.” . Section 552.101 also encompasses
the doctrine of common law privacy. Common law privacy protects information if (1) the
information contains highly intimate or embarrassing facts the publication of which would
be highly objectionable to a reasonable person, and (2) the information is not of legitimate
concern to the public. Industrial Found. v. Texas Indus. Accident Bd., 540 S.W.2d 668, 685
(Tex. 1976), cert. denied, 430 U.S. 931 (1977).

'The city submitted a document that it claims is not responsive to this request. Thus, this ruling does
not address whether this document is subject to public disclosure. See Gov’t Code § 552.301 (in seeking open
records decision from Attorney General, governmental body must submit copy of specific information
requested).
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The information you seek to withhold relates to the conduct and job performance of a city
employee, and as such cannot be deemed outside the realm of public interest. See Open
Records Decision Nos. 470 (1987) (public employee’s job performance does not generally
constitute his private affairs), 455 (1987) (public employee’s job performances or abilities
generally not protected by privacy), 444 (1986) (public has legitimate interest in knowing
reasons for dismissal, demotion, promotion, or resignation of public employees), 423 at 2
(1984) (scope of public employee privacy is narrow). Thus, based on our review of the
information, we conclude that the submitted documents are not protected from disclosure
under section 552.101 in conjunction with the common law right to privacy. The city must,
therefore, release the responsive information in its entirety.
